Changing his slogan of “Let, the 
mare go,” Which he used in his 
mayoral campaign iast year, to one of 
extreme caution and conservatism this 
year, W. J. Magrath, prospective can- 
didate tor mayor for 1914, told some 
seven hundred people gathered in the 
Empire Auditorium on Second street 
Saturday night, that he would == an- 
nounce on Tuesday afternoon whether 


or*not he would accept the offer of 
nomination given him by the meet- 
ing. 


After Mr. Magrath had been offer- 
ed the nomination by Frank A. Saun- 
ders, secretary of the committee, that 
jas had in charge the circulation of 
pétitions asking Mr. Magrath to run 
jor mayor, he made a brief speech, 
the greater part of which was taken 
up in outlining his stand on the ques- 
tion of taking a plebiscite on elective 
commission form of government with 
the initiative, referendum and recall. 

Mr, Magrath’s attitude is that of a 
Majoriy vr tne cCouncii—A piehiscite 
should he taken, but not at present 
nor until the people had had ample 
ilme to study thoroughly the various 
matters affected by the new system, 

The meeting, which was scheduled 
to start at halt-past eight o'clock, did 
not get under way until nine o'clock, 
when Chairman T. W. Webster called 
ihe meeting to order and asked Sec- 
retary Saunders to outline the resuit 
of the campaign to have Mr, Magrath 
“as mayoeralty candidate, 

Mr. Saunders declared that a good 
many had felt that there should be 
some opposition to the present ad- 
ministration, and stated that John A. 
McDougall, George 8. Armstrong, W. 
J. MeNamara and Aléx, May had all 
been asked to come out an candi- 
dates for the highest office in the city. 
All had refused and an effort was now 
being made to have Mr. Magrath come 
out in opposition to Mayor Short. Peti- 
tions had been circulated in a-desul- 
1 fashion, with the result that one 
thousand names had been secured. 

Like Three-Cornered Fight, 

Although Mr. McNamara had refus- 
cd to run for mayor, he apparently 
had changed his mind, and it now 
looked like a three-cornered fight. 

“A good many people” said = Mr. 


Saunders, “have expressed the fear 
that Mr, Magrath would not carry 
the fight through to a finish, They

if he accepts the nomination he will

The foliowinge: tacts concerning jhe 
question are told \y the director and 
superintendent of the New York hos- 
pital and training class, throw soine 
light on the subject: 

“There are scores of new profes- 
Signs and new kinds of work opened 
to women now which used to be clos. 
ed to them or were unknown a few 
years ago. Ten years ago nursing Was 
one of the finest occupations for wo- 
men who were forced to earn their 
own living. Now it is one of many 
by which they may become self-sajs 
borting. 

“There is not, and this I can staie 
quite positively, the same future in 
nursing as in most of the other p 
fersions, This fact has led to som: 
discouragement among women wh» 
have gvaduated in the profession aud 
who have hoped to keep on rising year 
after year, A trained nurse earns 
just the sam@ when she takes her ‘ii st 
Case os Bhe does after she has h+d 
several years’ experience. Her skill 
and knowledge are worth no more 
than when she graduated a ful! fledged 
trained nurse. 

“Only in institutional work does a 
Braduate nurse receive more moaey 
“and assume greater responsib 
But institutional positions are vom- 
paratively few and the applicants for 
thera are many, So, you see, there 
is not much of @ future for nurses. 

Nurses Must Live Well. i 

“Of course, a trained nurse makes 
a living and a good living, but she 
cannot save much, for the cost of al- 
most everything is higher now thar J 
Was two or three years ago. A nurse 
has to pay her rvom rent, she mist 
dress well and have a supply of un'- 
forms, and it is. expensive to keep 
them fresh. A trained nurst must live 
where thers is a telephone or vhe nas 
huve one of her own, and this is an- 
other item of expense.

In the Cityoof Leicester and 
other cities in England, with intense 
manufacturing populations, ecompul- 
sory vaccination waé abolished forty 
years ago, and in spite of a population 
of a million souls the decrease an- 
naally, Of smallpox Cases in Leicester 
has been greater than any other city 
in the British Empire, Dr. Charles 
Creighton, of London, England, who 
was employed to write the ninth edi- 
tion of the Encyclopedia Brittanica, 
because he was considered the greatest 
living authority on vaccination, says, 
in his work entitled “Cowpox «and 
Vaccinal Syphillis {page 165): “The 
real affinity of. cowpox is not to thé 
smallpox .but to the great pox: The 
vaecinay roseola jis not oply very like 
the syphillitic roseola, but it means 
the same sort of thing, The vaccinal 
ulcer of every day practice is to all 
intents and purposes a chancre.’ Dr 
Raugh was sent to appear before the 
British Royal Commission of Inquiry 
on Vaccination, in 1899, to testify us 
to vaccination in the United States. 
He was thus addressed: “Dr. Raugh, 
tell the commission what vaccination 
ix.” He replied: “I do not know.” 
Dr. Thorn, the foremost provaccina- 
tionist of England, was also a witness, 
ind in reply to the question “What is 
vaccination?” said also, “I do not 
hnow.’" What then are we, as a peo- 
ple, to believe when the highest au- 
thorities are not agreed upon the most 
fundamental point in the superstrue- 
ture they are trying to build. Hiis- 
tory proves itself that the first attack 
of smallpox does not immunize the 
patient from future attacks, as medi- 
eal records in thousands of cases will 
prove; Physictans vaccinated several 
times with taking effect have died of 
the disease. Louis XV. of France had 
smallpox at fourteen years of age and 
died fifty years later of the same 
disease, 

In Polk's Medical Record the names 
of five bundred medical physicians are 
siven as opposed to” vaccination for 
smallpox. 

Emeritus Professor F. W. Newman 
of Oxford University, said: “To enact 
4 medical creed or command a medi- 
cal process is usurpation, not legiti 
‘nate legislation,” Feix Oswnld, 
A.M, M.D., of England, said: ‘The 
Jenner dogma can no longer plead the 
privileges of on untested theory; vac- 
eination has-become a ertme.’ J. 
Dobson, M'D., of the United States, 
Said: “State quackery, alias vaccina- 
tion, is the antithesis of sanitary 
sclence and common sense.” Dr. 
Alec, Wilder, professor of physiology, 
United States Medical College, New 
York, said: “The propagation , of 
disease (by vaccination) on the pre- 
text of thereby arresting disease is 
bad in, logic, wicked in morals and 
futile In’ practice." Alexander = M., 
Ross, M.D., MA,, F.R.S.L. of London 
and Edinburgh, said: “The agitation 
against vaccination is bused on truth, 
justice and Lberty, a trinity which 
Inust prevail.”
